BOYNE CITY. What once. was the 
Jenkins ‘house i is now a disaster area 
— caused by a severe sewer back-up 
problem. . . 


The Boyne City: commission would 
like’ to. help ‘Lucy Jenkins and her 
daughter, but can’t do much unless 
the city can finda way to prove it was 
negligent when there i is no evidence it 
was. 


A sewer back-up on Dec. 20 — less 
than. a week before,Christmas — was 
so bad it ruined the inside of the house 
and alt of the Jenkins’ possessions 
inside. 

They had lived in the home, pur 


chased through a loan from the 
Farmers Home Administration, for 
about six months. 

A claim was filed. with the city’s 
insurance carrier to see if clean-up and 
repair costs could be recovered, but 
the insurance company this week 
rejected the claim. 

No evidence was found that the city 
had.done anything wrong or been 
negligent. in any way in its main- 
tenance of the sewers in the Jenkins’ 
Pleasant Street neighborhood. 

One cleaning company estimated it 
would cost $7,500 to $10,000 just to 
clean up the house. This did not in- 
clude repair or replacement of family

The health department has declared 
the house a health hazard and has told 
Jenkins not to remove anything. 

City officials think themassive back- 
up was catised because roots crept 
into the sewer main. A sudden surge 
through the pipes — caused by an 
unknown source-— sent sewage into 
the Jenkins’ house. 

Only one other residence experienced 
even insignificant back-up, city 
manager Tim Clifton said. The house, 
is new but the neighborhood and 
sewer lines are older, he said. 

City commissioners were asked 
Tuesday, Jan. 12, by attorney David. 
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Fershee to help in whatever way they 
could. 

Commissioners were generally 
sympathetic toward Jenkins. and 
upset with the insurance company. 

They directed Clifton to check over 
city records and see if there was 
anything that coul be done to con- 
vince the insurance company to 
change its mind — in effect, to try to 
find negligence on the city’s part so 
the claim would be paid. 

About the only other recourse 
Jenkins might have, attorneys and 
commissioners said, was to sue the 
city. 

“Let's goto court and hope we lose,” 


commissioner Steve Moody said. 
_Fershee and city attorney William’ 
McTaggart. agreed the court process 
could easily take up to @ year. | 

Jenkins, who is on ADC: and her 
daughter are sleeping on the couch at 
a relative's house. 


She had hoped of taking college 
courses this spring but now is faced 
with finding a place to stay while still 
paying for a house she can’t live in. 


The Department of Social Services 
set $130 as the limit it would pay for 
her to find another place to live. She's 
tried to find something that cheap, 
she said, but there is nothing. 


Fershee said he is working with the 
Farmers Home. Administration to try 
to reduce or forestall payments on the 
$38,500 she borrowed to buy the 
house. 


Clifton said the purchase last year of 
a “water jet’” may help prevent sewer 
back-ups in the future The machine 
would cut through roots and other 
blockages. —~ 


The problem, though, is not being 
able to anticipate where a blockage 
exists, he said. 

There was, he said, no evidence that 
a problem would develop on Pleasant 
Avenue.

Bar incident 
brings complaint

EAST JORDAN - About 40 
residents attended a meeting of the 
city council’s police committee 
Friday, Jan. 8, to voice opinions on 
whether Officer Ron Melinowski 
should continue to serve on the police 
force. 

Both viewpoints were represented. 
The committee then went into closed 
session at Melinowski’s request. 

Committee member Russ Dietrich 
said Monday, Jan 11, that he 
thought the city council, not the 
committee, would decide what to do. 

“T think this is sort of heavy and it 
should bea council decision,” Dietrich 
said. 

Charles Sherk, owner of Chuck’s 
Place, a downtown bar, had com- 
plained to the city council Jan. 5, that 
Melinowski had acted in an 
“irresponsible manner.” 


According to Sherk, Melinowski 
went into his bar two or three minutes 
before the 9 p.m. closing time on 
Christmas Eve and walked behind the 
counter, opening and closing doors. 
Sherk was not there at the time. 

A customer, Russ Thomas, was 
arrested after reportedly commenting 
on. the officer’s behavior. 


Thomas’ attorney entered a not 
guilty plea for him at his Tuesday, 
Jan. 12, arraignment. A Jan. 27 pre- 
trial hearing was scheduled. 

Somewhere in the process of taking 
Thomas out-of the bar, his leg was 
hurt —- badly. enough to require 
medical attention.

Q. - I wish to sell my house on land 
contract. There is a clause in my note 
and mortgage that says that I must first 
get the approval of my savings and loan 
association before I sell the property, 
otherwise they can foreclose on my 
mortgage. Since I will be making all of 
the mortgage payments, this doesn’t 
seem right. Can the savings and loan 
association enforce this clause? 

A.- Many of the banks and savings 
and loans associations have been insist- 
ing that their notes and mortgages be 
renogotiated with a higher interest 
when the mortgagor sells the mort- 
gaged property. Frank Kelley, Michi- 
gan’s attorney general, is disputing the 
right-of the banks and savings and loan 
associations to enforce this note and 
mortgage provision. There also has 
been litigation in the courts seeking to 
hold such clauses unconstitutional. 

In recent months, some sellers have 
sold their property on land contract and 
not notified the banks or mortgage 


to do so, since your mortgagee might 
foreclose on your note and mortgage. 
The banks and savings and loan 
associations get notice of a sale when 
they receive a notice that there has been 
a change in insureds on an insurance 
policy, or a notice from the county or 
city treasurer that someone new is 
paying the taxes. 

Since the issues raised are very 
complex and changing from day to day, 
I would suggest that you see a real 
estate lawyer. 

Q. - My father died three years ago, 
leaving property. How would I go about 
having the property transferred over to 
the children? 

A. - You would have to file a petition 
in the probate court of the county the 
property is in listing the heirs and 
asking for the appointment of your- 
self, or one of the other heirs, as 
personal representative for the estate, 
and then list that property as an asset. If 
all of the heirs file ‘‘consents,’’ the 
property might be transferred without

- How to dress for 


‘‘Many people confuse 
a simple cross-country ski 
tour with an arctic exped- 
ition,’’ says Lee Allaben, 
former president of the 
Nationat Ski Touring 
Operators Association. 

“They wear enough for 
several skiers and end up 
looking like a human 
clothes rack soon after 
they start skiing.’’ 

Even in its most relaxed 


form, he notes, cross- 
country skiing generates a 
good deal of body heat 
and moisture. Too much 
clothing traps body heat 
and moisture, leaving 
skiers flushed, hot and 
sweaty. 

“It’s best to dress with 
several layers of light 
clothing that can be easily 
taken off or put back on,”’ 
he says. “That way you 


can adapt to changes in 
body temperature and 
weather as your skiing. 
tempo and the day 
change." 

Allaben also advises 
making sure you have 
adequate clothing to put 
back on when you stop to 
rest along the trail. A 
general X-C wardrobe 
might include: 

--A knit wool hat. 

--A _cotton-polyester 


Ski touring: A different 
kind of experience 


There are two kinds of 
skiing: Alpine (downhill) 
and nordic (a.k.a., ski 
touring or cross-country.) 

Ski touring also has 
been called ‘‘the quiet 
sport’? because of its 
peaceful, more relaxed- 
some might say serene- 


approach, the back-to-na- 
ture aspect of the sport. 

No lifts. No motors. No 
noises except the whoosh, 
whoosh as ski tourers 
glide over old logging 
trails or through the 
woods on specially cut 
cross-country trails, or

maybe along a rolling 


course set on a nearby 


golf course. 

“If you can walk,’’ goes 
one ZC axiom, ‘‘you can 
cross-country ski,’’ The 
parallels are obvious: nor- 
dic skiing, at its basic 
point, is simply walking 
and gliding on skis. 

A nordic ski is more 
narrow than an alpine ski 
and the binding is differ- 
ent. 

XC bindings hold the 
toe to the ski while the 
heel lifts as it does in a 
natural walking move- 
ment (alpine bindings se- 
cure the boot to the ski). 

Using his or her poles 
to maintain momentum, a 
ski tourer can break easily 
into a longer glide with 
each step, quickly catch- 
ing the rhythm of the 
stride ’n glide sport. 

Whereas alpine skiers 
duck back into a base 
Jodge for lunch or a snack, 
XC skiers usually bring 
their own meals or mun- 
chies, in a backpack or, 
more likely, in a fanny 
pack, belted at the waist. 

They can stop along the 
trail for a spontaneous 
picnic, similar in many 
ways to spring skiing 
picnics at alpine ski areas.

--Loose pants or knick- 
ers. Nylon knit, cotton 
poplin or polyester blends 
are good because they’re 
wind resistant, and shed 
snow. A pair of good 
jogging suit pants often 
work well. 

Blue jeans and light 
corduroys are absorbent, 


not wind resistant and are 
often cut too tightly to 
allow comfortable unres- 
tricted motion. They also 
ice up easily around the 


--Knicker socks’ or gai- 
ters. Knicker socks should 
have a smooth texture to 
keep snow from clinging 
and balling. Gaiters (cot- 


‘ton poplin. shells that 


wrap around your ankles 
and lower leg) are an 
excellent way to keep 
snow out of your ski 
boots. 

--Long underwear. This 
may prove too hot on a 


warmer day or if you are a 
particularly active skier. 

--Gloves or mittens. 
Wool mittens give you 
some warmth, even if 
wet. 

--A day pack is a useful 
cfoss-country ski acces- 
sory. You can carry all the 
clothes you take off and 
then put back on because 
of variations in your body 
temperature caused by 
changes in the weather 
and your skiing pace. 

It’s also an excellent 
place to keep your lunch 
and other necessities you 
want to carry.

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Here’s how to protect your investment in skiwear 


Ski clothes can be fun. 
Their colors, styles, tailor- 
ing and gadgetry create 


excitement for the sport. * 


But a ski wardrobe is 
also an investment. 

Ski clothes are sturdy, 
functional and built to 
last. With a little extra 
thought for the care of 
your ski garments, yop 
will get the largest re- 
turn on your investment. 
Here are some sugges- 
tions for washing and 
caring for ski clothes. « 

Each garment, by law 
comes with specific laun- 
dering instructions, most 
often appearing on a label 
sewn inside. 


Take time to read and 
follow these. With all the 
new fabrics, and especial- 
ly insulations, individual 
care will maximize the life 
of your garment. 

Down parkas and vests 
are best machine washed 
and dried. It’s a good idea 
to wash garments separ- 
ately in a mild detergent, 
turning the garment in- 
side out and making sure 
all snaps are snapped and 
zippers zipped. 

Tumble dry clothes at a 
low setting, again with 
zippers and snaps shut 
tight. 

Throw in a few tennis 
balls or a clean sneaker

while the garment is dry- 
ing to puff up the loft and 
keep the down from set- 
tling in clumps. 

If you should remove 
the parka or vest from the 
dryer and find it’s still 
damp, 
atid fluff up the clumps 
with your fingers after the 
garment has completely 
dried. 

As a rule, dry cleaning 
down garments isn’t a 
good idea—repeated dry 
cleaning can damage and 
break down the fibers, 
causing the down to lose 
its life and loft. 

Dry cleaning fluids can 
also wear down the water- 
proof coating used on 
many shell fabrics. 

If the label inside your 
garment does read ‘‘dry 
cleaning permissible,’’ be 
sure the cleaner uses only 
a non-chlorinated, petrol- 
eum-based solvent. 

Labels should also be 
followed fot laundering 
insulated pants, bibs, par- 
kas, suits and garments 
with high-loft polyester 
insulations. 


If the label says to 


hang overnight 


machine wash and dry, - 


follow the instructions 
given above (you can 
eliminate the tennis 
balls). To protect trims 
and details, it’s often a 
good idea to wash and dry 
the garments inside out. 


Sweaters, if the label 
does not read ‘‘dry clean 
only,’’ should be hand 
washed separately in cool 
water with a mild soap to 
keep colors bright, then 


rolled in a towel and — 


afterward dried flat to 
keep their shape. 

The same is true of knit 
hats. Cotton and cotton/ 
poly T-necks are best 
machine washed and 
dried.
